It was 
occupied for a long time by the Landgraves of Thuringia, includ" 
ing Hermann, the famous medieval patron of letters, during whose 
reign (1207) the renowned minstrels' contest (Sängertrieg) is sup- 
poeed to have taken place in the 6ängeTfaaI in the 8anbgrafen|att9 
(see above). Wagner, in his musiodrama Slannl^aufer, has associ- 
ated bie ^eilige (Slifabet^ with the ©änderltieg, and also brought in 
the legend of Venus, who was supposed to dwell in the Venus 
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Mountain, the ■v^üvicUura, just outside of Eisenach. At the present 
day the ^Vartdt/rif, which was restored in 1847 67, is the occasional 
residence of the Orand Duke of Sachsen- Weimar-Fisenach, who 
has on several occasions entertained the Oerman Emperor at the 
Castle. The Wartburg is one of the finest early medievai secular 
buildings in existence. Martin Luther found an asylum here on 
bis return from the Diet of Worms and worked on bis translation 
of the New Testament from May 4» 1521, to March 6, 1522.
